A general revision of Georgia’s 
draft boards by Governor Tal- 
madge after January 14, with the 
ultimate goal being to remove 
Rivers’ appointees on the boards, 


was discussed yesterday in politi- | 


cal circles, where it was indicated 
that the program will be gradual, 
with only a few boards going out 
at a time. 

Selective service regulations 
provide that members of the 
boards shall be appointed by the 
President upon the recommenda- 
tion of the governor. Some inter- 
preted this to mean that the board 
members cannot be removed by 
the incoming governor. Clerks are 
named by the boards. 

The policy in Washington, how- 
ever, is to give the incoming gov- 
ernor the right to name the state 
director, and Talmadge is basing 
prospective moves on _ the 
grounds that this policy will be 
broad enough to allow him to put 
some of his men on the boards. 

What appears to be irking Tal- 
most is that Governor 
Rivers “took care’ of several of 
his faithful employes by having 
them appointed draft board clerks, 
positions which pay a maximum 
salary of $150 per month. 

Members of the draft boards re- 
ceive no pay, but in most cases 
the majority on a board would 
have to be removed before the 


clerk could be ousted.

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Four Points? 
President Woodrow Wilson, during the first 


“World War, listed 14 points upon which, he 


said, any just peace must eventually rest. 

President Franklin D. Roosevelt, in his mes- 
sage to congress on Monday last, mentioned 
four points which, he said, are “four essential 
human freedoms” upon which the world of the 
future must be founded. 

These four points are, in the President’s own 
words: 

“| freedom of speech and expression— 
everywhere in the world. 

“The second is freedom of every person to 
worship God in his own way—everywhere in 
the world. 

“The third is freedom from want—which 
translated into world terms, means economic 
understandings which will secure to every na- 
tion a healthy peacetime life for its inhabitants 
—everywhere in the world. 

“The fourth is freedom from fear—which, 
translated into world terms, means a world- 
wide reduction of armaments to such a point 
and in such thorough fashion that no nation 
will be in a position to commit an act of physi- 
cal aggression against any neighbor—anywhere 
in the world.” 

There has been much talk of the founda- 
tions which must be used for the peace which 
is to come, when war days are over. When the 
forces of democracy have finally crushed the 
unholy aspirations of the dictators—as crush 
them they must—and the nations gather 
around the conference table to write the terms 
of a new peace. 

That new peace, when it comes, must be an 
altogether different sort of a peace than any 
that has gone before. Just as the Treaty of 


“Versailles, with its concomitants of League of 


Nations and World Court, was an immeasurably 
finer peace treaty than any the world had ever 
known before, so must the peace yet to be writ- 
ten be far finer than was Versailles. 

The United States, even though it never 
plays any more active role than that of arsenal 
for the battling democracies, must sit at the 
coming peace table. And, unlike the tragedy 
of two decades ago, the United States must 
not be a deserter after the peace is signed. Had 
this country not turned its back upon the 
treaty it had largely created, a score of years 
ago, the world would not have been in the un- 
happy state it is, today. 

But, the treaty that is to be written must 
not be a treaty of peace between nations, alone. 
It must be a pledge of peace for all the little 
men of the world. A pledge that they, and 
the generations yet unborn, shall inherit a 
world where any man may live in peace and 
quiet and content, free in the essentials of 
human dignity and sharing the beauties and 
the richnesses of earth as was intended when 
all mankind was created. 

It is the littl men who are fighting this 
war. It is the little men in the streets of 
London and other cities, it is the little men at 
the machines and assembly lines of the war 
factories, in America as well as in Britain, who 
are in the front line of modern war and who 
will, in the final outcome, provide the victory. 

It is but right, therefore, that the peace 
finally imposed shall be a peace of and for 
the little men, of all the world. Freedom for 
all, including those now misled and downtrod- 
den in-the dictator nations. 

And, for such a peace of freedom, what finer 
basis could there be than the four points 
enumerated by President Roosevelt: 

Freedom of speech, freedom of religion, free- 
dom from want and freedom from fear—every- 
where in the world. .

: Bribery 

Judge E. E. Pomeroy, in charging the new 
Fulton county grand jury, laid particular stress 
upon the various laws dealing with attempted 
bribery of public officials and the acceptance 
of bribes by such servants of the people. The 
jurist did not have anything specific in mind, 
he said, but said practically everyone had heard 
that a certain amount of the offense is going 
on. 


There are few offenses which carry a mean- 
er implication than that of bribe giving or 
bribe taking, in respect to public office. 


The man who offers a bribe is seeking some 
special privilege or special immunity for him- 
self and, thereby, places himself squarely in 
the ranks of those who are enemies of the 
American system of government and way of 
life. For special privilege is of all things the 
most abhorrent to a democracy which specifi- 
cally guarantees, in its basic law, equal rights 
to all and equal opportunity for every citizen. 


The official who accepts a bribe puts a price 
upon his own integrity, his honesty and his 
self-respect. He proves himself, thereby, for- 
ever unfit to hold public office, great or small, 
and brands himself as one who would sell the 
birthright of his constituents, together with his 
own, for a revolting mess of pottage. 


It is unfortunate that the penalties for most 
cases of official bribery are too small. To treat 
so serious a crime as a mere misdemeanor is 
utterly out of proportion to the seriousness of 
the offense. 


The War on Malaria 

The United States Public Health Service has 
decided to center its Malaria Investigation Di- 
vision at Memphis. Administrative offices will 
be moved there from Washington, while lab- 
oratories will be transferred from Savannah 
and other features from the Panama Canal 
Zone. 

Malaria is, chiefly, a disease of the south. 
It is listed as one of the leading scourges of 
this section of the country. It is, therefore, but 
logical that the most effective work toward the 
stamping out of the plague can be done from 
a southern center. The day when malaria is 
finally eliminated from the south will be one 
of the most important days in the story of 
southern progress. 

It is interesting to note that Memphis was 
chosen as the center for the work chiefly be- 
cause of the co-operation provided by city and 
county health departments there. Those local 
departments have done excellent work toward 
malaria control for years and have been help- 
ed by generous appropriations of funds for 
their maintenance. 

Other cities, with like problems, could move 
more rapidly toward solution if they took a leaf 
out of the Memphis book and provided their 
proper departments with funds adequate to the 
tasks faced. 


Atlantans Are Reading 

Miss Fannie Hinton, librarian, in her annual 
report to mayor and council on the Carnegie 
library, reveals that Atlantans read more non- 
fiction than fiction and that a large propor- 
tion of the former, during the past year, has 
been on subjects directly or indirectly dealing 
with the national program of preparedness for 
defense. 


Books on science and technology, on subjects 
dealing with various types of work necessary 
for the defense effort, predominated among 
those taken from the library shelves, indicat- 
ing a serious intent, in this city at least, to 
make ready the individual citizen for whatever 
duty he may be called to perform. 

Many people have asked, these days, how 
they as individuals can best serve the nation 
in its efforts to help Britain and to make the 
United States impregnable before the attack 
of any foe. The answer is to be found in Miss 
Hinton’s report. By preparing oneself, to the 
best of ability, to fill whatever place the gov- 
ernment may designate, whether it be as a 
humble laborer or as a technological expert on 
some phase of defense effort.

MARITIME AID FOR BRITAIN 

The editorial spotlight swings to the sea and 
editors consider the question of aiding Britain: 

“‘Various advocates of greater assistance in 
the British war effort’ are reported in a dispatch 
from Washington to be urging American convoy- 
ing of supply ships to Britain,” says the KANSAS 
CITY TIMES, which feels “It would be interest- 


ing to know who these ‘various advocates’ of so 


dangerous a proposal may be.” Then, the ROCH- 
ESTER TIMES-UNION insists that “Whatever 
else we do or don’t do about the ship question, 
we should not, must not so completely forget 
what happened in 1917 as to send our own ships 
into the submarine zone.” On the other hand, 
MAINE’S LEWISTON SUN insists that “The way 
to defend the United States is to help England.

“LEAN GOVERNMENTS” 


Mayor Roy LeCraw is in office with. 
loud, ringing cheérs having greeted 


his promise of “lean government.” 


Next week Mr. Eugene Talmadge will go into office as Governor 
of the state. His inaugural address will repeat what he already 
has said, that he will have a lean and hungry government. Indeed, 
Mr. Talmadge has gone farther and said that he will make govern- 
ment jobs so unattractive financially that only patriots will desire 
to serve. 

Thus, the state of Georgia and its largest city will be governed 
by -administrators pledged to giving the taxpayer unimpaired 
service for less money. 

It is but natural the taxpayer should make the welkin ring on 
hearing such promises. He has greeted each promise of fewer 
taxes and of economy with loud hosannas and the fact that more 
often than not the promises go sour, has not destroyed his faith 
and his hope. 

The taxpayer is a patient bearer of burdens, a great believer of 
promises and an eternal hoper-for-the-best. If but one man elected 
to office even half-way fulfills promises, the voter long remembers 
him with gratitude and may even build a statue or so to his memory, 
though the man may have been a rascal and a doer of evil. 

It is a wonder that politicians generally do not recognize this 
fact. A life tenure in office awaits the elected official who really 
does keep his promises of economy and of good government. 

At any rate, the governments of Georgia and Atlanta will be 
worth watching as the pressures come upon the heads of those in 
office and the sharpshooters begin to take their toll. 


TRAINED WORKERS In every government there are a few 
persons who, by sheer ability, carry 
over from administration to administration. 

The stenographers who can’t type well and whose shorthand is 
atrocious, come and go. The clerks who can’t clerk, but who are 
the sons of Uncle Bill down in the fifth district; the filing clerks 
who can’t file but who are the daughters of the man who carried a 
precinct—all these, and others, come and go. 

The efficient persons remain because they are efficient. I have 
heard men in office estimate that of all the appointees put on to / 
repay political debts, 75 per cent were inefficient. There is no 
reason to doubt it. 

It is perhaps because I know nothing of politics that I have 
wondered why all officials, interested in good government, and 
especially in economical government, did not appoint not merely 
good men, but trained men, to do the jobs which require expenditure 
of cash or which bring in the cash. 

If the state has a prison farm it obviously is» good judgment to 
appoint a trained man, with an agricultural college background 
and a vocational background to the position of running it. If he 
is producing much produce, if he has improved the farm and its 
production, it would be poor business to put in another man. If 
the shops need a foreman it obviously is poor business to put in a 
booze-fighting mechanic with a gift for petty graft. A good, sober 
foreman with an eye for shop economy and the duties of his job, 
might stay on for years assisting the cause of good, efficient, “lean” 
government. And so it should, or could, go. 

There must be jobs for the winners. That is the American 
system and I am not prepared to say it is a bad system. But, 
viewing it entirely objectively, it is difficult to see why govern- 
ment wouldn’t be “leaner” if we had efficient persons to fill the 
jobs which must be filled by political appointment. 

The Governor or mayor or commission which does that may 
lose the affections of Uncle Joe, who always can carry the box at 
Windy Corners, but a grateful public will love them and elect them 
again and again and again. 


LET IT BE LEAN Meanwhile, the public will be watching 
the hound, labeled “government expense,” 
to see how long it will be before they can see his ribs. 

Government spending on the national front is going to be se 
large it may be possible for the states, with more money coming in 
because more people are working, to do a better job. The same 
will apply to the cities. Times are going to be better. When times 
are “better,” government is “better.” The states will. not have to 
match as many funds as before. Work projects, on defense, will 
employ many who were on relief. The cost of local and state 
government ought to come down in so far as the cost of federal 
participation is concerned. 

Government, like life, has become more complex. The Jeffer- 
sonian conception of government was that it would fit a rural] - 
country and a business of small shops and home handcrafts. Jeffer- 
son did not believe in appropriating federal funds for public works, 
The Confederates, meeting at Montgomery, adhered to that concept 
in their constitution. 

Today the official who would advocate that would find himself 
frowned upon no matter how correct he might be. There are 
federal and state pensions for the aged, and this seems proper; 
there is federal aid for roads, and that seems desirable. There is 
federal aid on public works and that has assisted us through one 
trying period into another. 

Meanwhile, the public wants government to be lean. But the 
federal government, engaged in a gigantic defense program, must 
spend more than ever before. It will be interesting to see how 
lean Georgia and Atlanta can make their governments.

Would Exempt None Except Relief Workers; Sub- 
stantial Number in Lower Income Group 
Among Those Supporting Levy.

which the American public is willing to make for national defense 
is revealed in a survey of public opinion by the Institute. 

This study, one of a series on public opinion and the defense 
problem, shows that the voters are willing to pay much more in 
taxes; in fact, a majority are willing to have every family in the 
country, except those on relief, pay a federal income tax in order 
to meet the cost of the defense program. 

Even a substantial number in the lower income group—families 
now exempt from the federal income levy—are willing to pay a share 
of the defense cost through income taxes. 

A sizable proportion of voters—approximately two-fifths—favor 
a national sales tax to meet the defense bill, but if the choice is 
reduced to a sales tax versus an income tax, the income tax wins 
by a majority.

Party Differences 
At a Bad Time 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


WASHINGTON, Monday.—We have just come back from the 
capitol, where we listened to the President deliver his message to 
congress. Of necessity, a. message to congress is in fairly general 
terms. It cannot specify~all the ways and 
means by which certain objectives are to be 
accomplished. I felt, however, that in this mes- 
sage our national objectives were fairly clearly 
stated, and some of the details which will have 
to be later put into legislative form by congress 
were at least plainly indicated. 

It,did not seem to me that anything in this 
message was of more interest to the Democrats 
than to the Republicans. On the whole, while 
there might later be some difference of opinion 
as to the methods of carrying out the wbjec- 
tives, there seemed to be nothing that mem- 
bers of congress of all parties could not accept 
as representing their stand in relation to the interests of their 
country. 

Therefore, I was not only astonished, but saddened, to notice 
that the applause came almost entirely from the Democrats and 
only a few noticeable exceptions on the Republican side raised a 
hand in approval at any point. It looked to me as though these 
members of congress were saying to the country as a whole: 


“We are Republicans first. We represent you here in con- 
gress, not as citizens of the United States in a period of great 
crisis, but as members of a political party which seeks primarily | 
to promote its own partisan interests.” 


This is to me shocking and terrifying. There was running 
through my mind as I watched them, in what would have been an 
act of childish spite if it had not been such a serious moment in 
history, the lines of a song which was popular when I was young: 
“I don’t want to play in your yard. I don’t love you any more.” 


Sometimes I wonder if it will take the suffering of the peoples 
in conquered countries and those who are still fighting for their 
freedom today, to make us realize that there are times when it 
matters little whether you are a Republican or a Democrat. The 
wings of the eagle cannot be clipped, either because you have eco- 
nomic interests or political differences. 

Our eagle has always soared high in the skies. He represents | 
the spirit and heart of a people who care for nothing as much as 
liberty and justice, and I think he will represent such a people to 
the end. Few of our citizens, no matter what their political affilia- 
tions, will applaud their representatives in a partisan attitude on 
questions which can have no partisan taint. 


Surely all of us can be united in a foreign policy which seeks 
to aid those people who fight for freedom and, thereby, gives us 
the hope of present peace for ourselves and a future peace for the 
world founded on the four great principles enunciated today.

Cawthon 
As Grid Coach 
At Texas Tech 


Entire Staff Resigns as 


School Adopts De-em- 
phasis Program. 


LUBBOCK, Tex., Jan. 7.—()— 
Drawlin’ Peter Willis Cawthon, 
maker of winning football teams 
and one of the most picturesque 
characters in the coaching profes- 
sion, resigned today as athletic di- 
rector and head coach of Texas 
Tech College to escape a de-em- 
phasis movement. 

He acted “in the _ friendliest 
spirit, and with no disagreements 
or hard feelings towards anyone,” 
after it became certain college 
athletic officials were determined 
to start scheduling minor  op- 
ponents. 

“It just boiled down to the fact 
that the school wanted to break 
away from a major schedule and 
I wanted to keep climbing in my 
profession,’”’ Cawthon said. 

President Clifford B. Jones ex- 
pressed “sincere regret” that Caw- 
thon, and his entire staff, had ten- 
dered their resignations. 

Besides Cawthon, 
Russell T, (Dutchy) Smith; varsity 
basketball and freshman football 
Coach Beryl Huffman and Man- 
ager Gwynn (Mule) Dowell, ten- 
dered their resignations. 

Cawthon hinted that he had 
started investigating other coach- 
ing jobs, but added that under 
terms of his contract, he would 
remain at Tech until August—if 
needed. 

Only two years ago Tech’s un- 
defeated, untied team played St. 
Mary’s Galloping Gaels in the Cot- 
ton Bowl classic at Dallas and lost, 
20-14. 

Formerly at Rice Institute and 
Austin College, Sherman, Tex., 
Cawthon came to Tech in 1930. 
His Red Raiders, famed for offen- 
sive trickery and massive, charg- 
ing lines, gave him a record of 79 
victories, 28 defeats and six ties 
over the past 10 years. 

The Cawthon Red Raiders 

played some of the nation’s out- 
standing teams from 23 states and 
became the first southwest team 
te fly by plane to intersectional 
games.
